I am an actress, who happens 
to take her work very seriously, 
and who, despite a moderate 
amount of success, is intensely 
ambitious to reach the top of my 
profession. Consequently, I am not 
at all complimented at being call- 
ed ‘‘the best-dressed woman on the 
screen,’’ or, as frequently happens, 
‘fone of the world’s best-dressed 
women.’? 

Not one woman in ten thousand 
can be a successful actress, on 
the screen or on the stage. Any 
passably attractive woman, who 
has sufficient money at her com- 
mand, can make herself known as 
a clothes horse. How successful 
she will be, even in that vocation,

Of course, with one of the world’s 
greatest style artists designing my 
gowns, the effect is unusual, be- 
cause women of my type and build 
usually show dresses to the best 
advantage. 

But it is not Kay Francis who

AY FRANCIS, beautiful brunette star of First Na- 
tional’s production, ‘‘Living On Velvet,’’ now showing 
Bi ARG i as Theatre, is troubled very little by 


superstitions. 


She has little or no interest in the science or properties 
of numbers. She is not impressed by the numerous ‘‘ologies’’ 
that purport to discover a supernatural meaning in natural 


things. 

Reviewing her motion picture ca- 
reer, however, as well as some of 
the salient facts of her earlier life, 
Kay was amazed to discover the 
frequency with which the numbers 
12 and 13 have consistently re- 
curred. 

Kay was born on January 13th. 
Incidentally, it was a Friday as 
well. Her mother had then been 
married thirteen months. 

Kay Francis has been married 
three times. Twice she was mar- 
ried on the 13th of the month. The 
third time on the 26th, and 26 is 
twiee 13. 

The names of most of the stars 
and leading men with whom she 
has been associated since she first 
came to Hollywood, six years ago, 
have either 12 or 13 letters in 
them. 

Kay’s first part, as motion piec- 
ture fans will remember, was the 
leading role in a picture with Wil- 
liam Powell, whose name has 13 
letters in it. It may be interesting 
to. note — Kay. herself. reads noth- 
ing mystic or esoteric into the fact 
— that some of her most success- 
ful pictures have been co-starring 
vehicles with Powell, when they 
‘were both First National stars. 

The Marx Brothers — there are 
13 letters in that name — were 
next. Emil Jannings and Ronald 
Colman were the next two stars 
to whom Kay Francis lent able 
support in her early motion pic- 
ture days. Both have 12 letters in 
their names. 

Walter Huston, with whom she 
played both on the Broadway stage 
before coming to Hollywood (in 
““Elmer The Great,’’ incidentally, 
which has 13 letters in its title) 
and in two motion pictures subse- 
quently, has 13 letters in his name. 

She has played opposite Fred- 
ric March (there are 12 letters in 
his name) and has had David Man- 
ners. and Alan Dinehart as her 
leading men. Both have 12-letter 
names. 

Rieardo Cortez, who shared hon- 
ors with her in ‘‘Mandalay,’’ 
wears a 13-letter name. So does 
Warren William, who played oppo- 
site her in ‘Doctor Monica,’’ and 
now in ‘‘Living On Velvet.’’ 

Leslie Howard, with whom she 
was co-starred in ‘‘ British Agent,’’ 
has 12 letters in his name. 

There have been exceptions, of 
course. Lyle Talbot, twice her 
leading man (in ‘‘Mary Stevens, 
M.D.’’ and ‘‘Mandalay’’) has 
only a 10-letter name. George 
Brent has 11 in his, as has Gene 
Raymond, her leading man _ in 
‘“The House on 56th Street.’? 

But enough of them conform to 
the 12 or 13 rule to make an inter- 
esting mass of evidence. What it 
proves, if anything, is something 
Kay doesn’t attempt to say. 

“Tt doesn’t stop with the names 
of my fellow-players,’’ said Kay, 
as she finished the impressive enu- 
meration of names. ‘‘The rule of 
12 and 13, euriously enough, ap- 
plies to the titles of my pictures 
as well.

Unique Film Wardrobe 


Keeps Track Of Eighteen Costumes Worn In 
“Living On Velvet” 


ARREN WILLIAM, who has been named frequently as 

one of the best dressed men in pictures, along with 

Adolph Menjou, William Powell, George Brent and 

others, is the only Hollywood actor who has ever designed and 
patented his own wardrobe devices. 

In his recently remodeled house in Encino, ten miles 

from Hollywood, William has installed these inventions of his 


in the most unique convenient 
and compact dressing room in the 
whole film colony. 

It isn’t really a room, in the 
first place, but rather an alcove 
off his bedroom which serves also 
as an entryway from the second 
floor hall. When not in use this 
has the appearance of an elab- 
orately paneled corridor but 
when it is opened up, automatic- 
ally becomes a wonderland of 
mechanical contrivances de- 
signed to aid quick and easy 
dressing for the actor-owner. 


There is a series of long cup- 
boards, hidden behind mirrored 
doors to hold his clothes and the 
space below is devoted to sliding 
drawers, the fronts of which are 
cut entirely away so that the con- 
tents can be seen at a glance. 


Since the whole battery of 
drawers is kept safely behind 
doors, there is no danger of the 
contents gathering dust or being 
faded by sunlight. Ties, shirts 
and other linens, suitable to wear 
with the suits above, occupy 
these drawers. 

The most interesting closet of 
them all is William’s “costume 
closet.” This is completely equip- 
ped with the actor’s patented 
combination clothes hangers 
which permit him to keep one 


entire assortment of clothes, top 


coat, suit, shirt, hose, shoes, tie 
and jewelry all together during 
the filming of any certain pie- 
ture. 

This is of great value to Wil- 
liam, who usually plays well 
dressed roles and who, in his lat- 
est picture, “Living On Velvet,’ 
which comes to the .............0005 
Theatre Ot neal... , and in 
which he shares acting and sar- 
torial honors with Kay Francis 
and George Brent, had no less 
than eighteen changes. 

Since it is often necessary to 
wear the identical combination 
of suit, shoes, tie, shirt and ac- 
cessories a week or a month after 
he has first worn it, for a con- 
tinuation of the same scene, this 
combination hanger keeps the as- 
sortment absolutely intact for the 
time the picture is being filmed. 


When “Living On Velvet” was 
finished, eighteen such complete 
outfits were hanging in the act- 
or’s “costume closet.” 

A built-in dressing table, too 
high to sit at but fitted with spe- 
cial mirrors and lights to aid in 
make-up and dressing for screen 
work, is located in one niche in 
this corridor of closets. The 
lower half of this is filled with 
shelves and drawers of William’s 
own designing. The top drawer, 
a wide one, is filled with small 
fitted boxes that stack together 
much as do ice box food contain- 
ers. The actor when undressing 
or changing clothes, empties his 
pockets into one such box and it 
is numbered to correspond with 
the numbers on the hangers in 
his “costume closet.” So even the 
pocket money and any small 
“props” he may have pocketed 
during the filming of a scene, are 
automatically ready for repocket- 
ing when the next “take” of the 
same “costume” is made. 

Opposite this dressing table 
and across the corridor is a mir- 
rored niche which hides William’s 
most unique wardrobe patent. 
This is a tower of turning shelves, 
a deluxe edition of a kitchen 
vegetable cooler, which holds an 
assortment of hats and shoes, the 
hats on the upper shelves, the 
shoes on the lower. 

There are many shelves on this 
turntable, and they are spaced 
to hold caps on one, soft hats on 
another and silk hats on a third. 
Thirty-five hats and thirty-five 
pairs of shoes, all told, ride on 
these whirling shelves, each avail- 
able by a simple turn of the 
“tower.” 

William himself is not par- 
ticularly interested in clothes. 
The particular kinds of roles he 
plays, like that of the wealthy, 
sophisticated man in “Living On 
Velvet,” make it necessary for 
him to keep this large wardrobe 
on hand. Knowing he must have 
it, he has developed all these 
small but important conveniences 
to make the wearing of clothes 
in pictures as little trouble as 
possible.

part, he has followed this latter 
rule to this day, many times baf- 
fling interviewers: who hold the 
common belief that every actor 
never misses a chance to talk about 
himself.
